values required for Tesponsible and rewarding life in modern society^ The recomniendat ions 
seek to freC: learning and teaching from the constraints of time, place and age. They dt= 
tempt to breach the real and imaginary, walls that tend to' make intermediate and secondary 
schools isolated islands for adolescents. The recommendations are further designed to
